Tyondon, Sept. 15.—Decisive develop­ 
ments which will either increase or 
relieve the menace which hangs over 
Riga, the big Russian Baltic port, are 
looked for at any moment. 
The Russians pin their hope for a 
slackening of the Austro-German of­ 
fensive in the north and center upon 
the Slav forces in Galicia, which are 
continuing to hammer the Austro-Ger­ 
man armies there with all their might. 
The increased vigor of the new Rus­ 
sian offensive in Galicia and the fail­ 
ure of the Austrians to check It and 
to win back their original front along 
the Sereth from which they were com­ 
pelled to retire several days ago, indi­ 
cates that there is some justification 
for the Russian hope. 
The official German wor office state­ 
ment reported further gain in the 
Friedrichatadt region. Petrograd calls 
the situation In the north unchanged. 
It is evident that a furious battle for 
the port is still iii progress, the Slavs 
keeping up their stubborn resistance. 
The cutting of the Vilna-Dwinsk- 
Petrograd railroad in the official Rus­ 
sian report. 
The German war office 
reports a gain by the Teutonic forces 
south of Olita. These forces have met 
determined resistance on the part of 
the Russians ever since the Germans 
captured Olita and began their move 
ment 
southward, with 
the Grodno- 
Vilna railroad, as their objective. The 
relaxation of the Russians fighting 
here may b° taken as the immediate 
consequence of the cutting of the rail­ 
road in the north, blocking the Rus­ 
sian 
escape 
northward. 
The 
Slav 
forces thus will fie forced to retire 
southward Into the forest regions. 
This in turn, will enable the Teutons, 
once having reached the railroad, to 
sweep south to Mina, closing the cir­ 
cle around that important railroad 
center. 
A Times correspondent in an ac 
count of a visit to Riga, says the port 
has been stripped of everything that 
might lie useful to tile Germans in the 
event of the city’s fall. 
Only about 
one-third of the population is left, but 
there is no panic, the spirit, in fact, 
being less pessimistic than in Petro­ 
grad. 
New’ actions in the Baltic may be 
looked for at any moment, now that 
the Germans have almost completed 
their envelopment operations around 
Riga. 
This time, it is expected the 
Germans will try to effect a landing 
of troops on the eastern shore. 
This 
landing would be most effective at a 
point not far distant from Reval and 
Petrograd. 
Considerable significance is ascribed 
to the reported appearance of a Ger­ 
man submarine of the latest type in 
the Black Sea. 
The submersible un­ 
doubtedly made its way through Turk­ 
ish waters and its mission is one of 
reconnoitering. 
The 
artillery fighting which has 
been the marked feature of the con­ 
flict on the French and Belgian front 
for some time, is still the feature of 
the official reports. 
The region about 
Arras, Champagne, the forest of Apre- 
mont, on the canal between the Aisne 
and the Marne and along the western 
side of the Argonne are a few of the 
districts which have been the most 
violent of the cannonades of the past 
twenty-four hours. 
Tn addition, the war office announces 
a bombardment by French aviators of 
the railroad station at Bensdorf, a 
junction near Morhange, and of Gor­ 
man barracks at Chatel, in the Ar­ 
gonne, and at Langemarek, north of 
Ypres.

CANCEL POSTAL CONTRACTS 


Allegations of Fraud Lead to Two A r­ 
rests of Company. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
15.—The post­ 
office department has cancelled con­ 
tracts heretofore made with the Pos­ 
tal Transfer Service of New York, 
with subsidiaries in many large cities. 
The company has been under investi­ 
gation, and there has been two arrests 
on charges of fraud upon the govern­ 
ment. 
The Investigation was started on al­ 
legations that there was a trust formed 
to get control of ihe contracts for car­ 
rying mail in the big cities. 
One w a y 
of getting these contracts was to or­ 
ganize a local company in each large 
city to get around that provision of 
the law passed at the time of the star 
route scandals that the successful bid­ 
der for a mail contract must be a 
citizen of the community where the 
service was to be performed. 
The New’ York company got around 
this by organizing a local subsidiary 
with a local president, according to 
the authorities. It was upon this evi­ 
dence of deception that the postoffice 
department cancelled the St. Louis 
and Chicago contracts.
